SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dalton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  rela- 
tive to  your  schools: 

The  financial  report  for  the  school  year  closing 
last  June  showed  a  net  deficit  of  $849.23.  The  treas- 
urer's book  had  a  balance  of  $835.77.  Tuition  amount- 
ing to  $1,625.00  was  due  Plymouth  Teachers  College, 
and  $60.00  was  due  on  transportation.  The  pay- 
ments last  year  plus  the  amount  due  made  a  total  of 
$11,070.47.  This  year  the  budget  sent  the  State  Board 
of  Education  in  October,  exclusive  of  the  bills  due 
from  last  year  was  for  a  total  of  $10,943.82.  Adding 
the  deficit  to  this  the  total  is  $11,793.05.  To  meet  this 
budget  you  have  state  aid  amounting  to  $4,989.78,  an 
appropriation  of  $6,000.00,  and  a  sum  usually  about 
$65.00  from  the  dog  licenses,  making  a  total  of  $11,- 
054.78.  On  the  basis  of  these  figures  the  deficit  next 
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June  will  be  $738.27.  The  budget  for  this  year  is 
slightly  less  than  the  payments  for  last  year  and  the 
deficit  in  June  will  be  slightly  less. 

The  budget  submitted  for  next  year  is  $10,550.00. 
This  is  $400.00  less  than  the  budget  for  the  present 
year.  If  the  state  aid  allotment  is  approximately  the 
same  as  this  year,  $5,000.00,  and  the  district  appro- 
priates $6,000,00  you  should  be  able  to  complete  the 
next  year's  work  with  only  a  very  small  deficit  if 
any.  I  recommend  that  you  raise  $6,000.00  for  the 
support  of  schools  next  year. 

The  agreement  with  the  State  Teachers  College 
at  Plymouth  made  ten  years  ago  expired  with  the 
close  of  the  last  school  year.  You  have  recently  sign- 
ed a  new  agreement  for  a  five  year  term  with  the 
provision  that  the  financial  terms  may  be  amended 
at  the  close  of  any  year,  five  months  previous  notice 
being  given  by  either  party.  By  the  terms  of  this 
contract  the  school  district  has  agreed  to  furnish  the 
building  properly  equipped  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  high  school,  and  to  pay  tuition  at  the  rate  of 
$75.00  for  each  pupil  in  the  senior  high  school, 
grades  nine  to  twelve,  and  $50.00  for  each  pupil  in 
the  junior  high  school,  grades  seven  and  eight.  It  is 
further  agreed  that  out  of  these  tuition  receipts  Ply- 
mouth may  use  such  part  as  is  necessary,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $10.00  per  week,  for  an  assistant  teacher  if  lack 
of  qualified  cadets  at  the  college  requires  such  temp- 
orary employment. 

Plymouth  Teachers'  College  has  agreed  under 
the  terms  of  this  contract  to  provide  a  fully  qualified 
headmaster  and  the  necessary  cadet  teachers  to  carry 
on  the  program  mutually  agreed  upon.  It  has  agreed 
to  furnish  all  textbooks,  scholars'  supplies  and  other 
incidental  instructional  materials,  and  to  furnish  all 
necessary  care,  light  and  heat  required  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  school  building.     It  is  further  agreed  in 
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this  contract  that  any  surplus  from  the  tuition  re- 
ceipts left  after  all  operating  expenses  of  the  school 
by  the  teachers'  college  have  been  paid,  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  school  district  during  the  following 
school  year.  A  copy  of  this  contract  is  on  tile  with 
the  secretary  of  the  school  board. 

The  program  of  studies  in  the  high  school  in- 
cludes four  years  of  home  economics,  four  years  of 
commerce,  and  two  years  of  woodworking.  The  pro- 
gram includes  such  other  academic  subjects  that  a 
pupil  may  get  the  necessary  high  school  preparation 
for  teachers'  college,  commercial  school  or  state  uni- 
versity. The  vocational  courses  require  cadet  teach- 
ers training  in  those  subjects,  or  the  employment  of 
graduates  in  case  cadets  are  not  available.  This  year 
and  last  year  no  cadet  was  availble  for  the  courses 
in  woodworking.  The  teachers'  college  has  been 
forced  to  employ  a  graduate  of  the  mechanic  arts  de- 
partment for  this  work.  This  year  it  has  also  been 
forced  to  employ  a  graduate  to  complete  the  quota  of 
teachers  required.  If  this  requirement  of  college 
graduates  in  one  or  more  departments  of  work  is 
necessary  next  year  and  the  following  years,  the  cost 
will  be  a  charge  to  Dalton  finances.  Inasmuch  as 
the  salary  of  graduate  teachers  is  a  deduction  from 
the  tuition  receipts  out  of  which  a  possible  surplus 
may  accrue  to  the  school  district. 

This  is  entirely  a  fair  proposition  but  it  will 
probably  mean  that  courses  in  woodworking  cannot 
be  extended  beyond  the  present  offering  without 
higher  tuition  charge  to  the  school  district.  If  the 
teachers'  college  can  provide  instruction  for  all  the 
vocational  courses  offered  at  present,  even  with  the 
employment  of  one  graduate  teacher,  the  school  dis- 
trict is  fortunate  at  the  low  cost  of  instruction  offer- 
ed. 
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During  the  past  summer  two  elementary  build- 
ings were  painted  inside,  chimneys  were  put  in  better 
condition,  and  other  minor  repairs  were  made.  Some 
minor  repairs  were  made  in  the  high  school  building. 
These  improvements  have  cost  about  $275.00.  The 
State  Board  of  Education  allowance  for  minor  re- 
pairs and  expenses  in  connection  with  elementary 
buildings  is  $25.00  per  school.  This  would  be  an  al- 
lowance of  $50.00  for  the  No,  1  building  in  which  we 
have  two  schools  according  to  the  definition  of  the 
state  board,  and  $25.00  for  the  Union  school  building. 
This  is  as  much  as  we  can  ever  expect  for  repairs  from 
the  state  board.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  put  into  good 
condition,  and  keep  in  good  condition  those  buildings. 
The  building  in  the  No.  9  or  Harriman  district  is 
in  bad  condition.  Probably  the  wisest  thing  for  the 
school  district  to  do  is  to  sell  this  building  even 
though  the  price  received  may  not  be  large.  Some 
may  have  a  question  relative  to  the  future  use  of  the 
building  in  the  Scott's  district.  This  building  is  in 
better  condition  than  the  one  in  the  other  district. 
You  may  not  wish  to  dispose  of  this  building  at  the 
present  time. 

One  change  has  occurred  in  your  teaching  staff 
during  the  past  year.  Miss  Isabel  Rhome  accepted  a 
position  in  Bethlehem.  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Hilson  was 
selected  for  the  Union  School.  Miss  Macek  and  Mrs. 
Hildred  Covell  Hackett  have  continued  their  services 
at  No.  1.  The  instruction  is  good  in  all  of  your 
schools  this  year,  and  the  general  morale  of  the 
schools  is  excellent. 

A  study  of  the  attendance  statistics  show  a  slight 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  Dalton  pupils  in 
school,  and  a  quite  definite  increase  last  year  and  this 
year  of  the  number  of  Dalton  pupils  in  high  school. 
This  means  of  course  an  increased  tuition  cost.  The 
percent  of  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools  last 
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year  was  rather  low,  and  the  number  of  tardinesses 
was  larger  than  it  should  be.  Parents  should  co- 
operate with  teachers  in  trying  to  have  their  chil- 
dren attend  school  every  day  when  possible,  and  to 
be  at  the  school  buildings  when  the  sessions  open. 
Eegular  attendance  is  one  of  the  bases  of  good  schools. 
If  the  morning  session  opens  too  early,  or  if  the  noon 
lunch  period  is  too  short  for  good  attendance  records, 
it  is  important  that  parents  should  give  this  informa- 
tion to  the  school  officials.  It  it  very  important  that 
the  short  school  day  should  be  utilized  fully  for  carry- 
ing on  the  school  work.  No  pupils  can  afford  to  lose 
any  part  of  this  short  day  and  expect  to  make  satis- 
factory progress  in  their  year's  work. 

I  appreciate  fully  your  very  helpful  cooperation 
in  the  consideration  of  all  school  problems.
